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OBJECTIVES  AND  METHODS 


The  U.S.  Army  Environmental  Center  (AEC)  tasked  the  Mandatory  Center  of  Expertise  for  the 
Curation  and  Management  of  Archaeological  Collections  (MCX)  with  die  job  of  assisting  Army 
installation  personnel  in  complying  with  the  requirements  of  die  Native  American  Graves 
Protection  and  Repatriation  Act  (P.L.  101-601,  NAGPRA).  The  MCX  was  asked  to  locate  and 
assess  archaeological  collections  derived  from  Army-owned  lands,  to  identify  the  federally 
recognized  Native  American  tribes  most  likely  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections,  to  draft 
Section  6  Summary  Letters  for  each  installation,  and  to  conduct  physical  inventories  of  any 
collections  that  contain  human  skeletal  remains.  This  report  conveys  the  results  of  the 
collections  research  completed  to  assist  Pine  Bluff  Arsenal  in  complying  with  the  Section  6 
Summary  requirements  of  NAGPRA. 

The  MCX  used  a  two-stage  process  to  identify,  locate,  and  assess  the  contents  of 
archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  First,  archival  research  was  performed  to  review 
all  archaeological  site  records  and  reports  for  the  installation.  Second,  telephone  interviews  were 
conducted  with  personnel  at  installations,  universities,  museums,  and  archaeological  contractors 
that  were  identified  during  the  archival  research  as  possible  repositories  of  Army  collections. 

Archival  research  for  Pine  Bluff  Arsenal  began  with  a  search  of  the  National 
Archeological  Data  Base  (NADB)  for  references  pertaining  to  the  installation.  This  was 
followed  by  a  thorough  examination  of  all  archaeological  site  forms  and  a  literature  review  of  all 
pertinent  archaeological  reports  and  manuscripts  on  file  at  the  Arkansas  Archeological  Survey, 
Fayetteville,  Arkansas.  The  records  search  was  performed  at  the  Survey  in  March  1995  and 
sought  to  identify  any  work  on  the  installation  that  may  have  produced  archaeological 
collections. 

Subsequent  telephone  interviews  to  potential  collections  repositories  ascertained  whether 
the  materials  were  present  and  the  range  of  objects  in  each  collection.  Once  the  collections  were 
located  and  assessed,  MCX  personnel  identified  federally  recognized  Native  American  tribes  that 
are  likely  to  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  materials  in  the  collections.  Draft  Section  6 
Summary  letters  are  enclosed  for  each  of  these  tribes  (Appendix  I),  as  well  as  a  listing  of  the 
current  tribal  chairpersons  (Appendix  II). 
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RESEARCH  RESULTS 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS  AT  PINE  BLUFF  ARSENAL 

Archaeological  work  began  on  Pine  Bluff  Arsenal  in  1967  with  a  survey  conducted  by  die 
Arkansas  Archeological  Survey,  Fayetteville,  Arkansas.  No  sites  were  recorded  from  that 
survey.  Subsequent  survey  and  testing  between  1983  and  1993  have  identified  48  sites  on  die 
Arsenal.  This  work  was  performed  by: 

Arkansas  Archeological  Survey, 

Archeological  Assessments,  Inc., 

SPEARS,  Inc., 

U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  Little  Rock  District,  and 
U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  Tulsa  District. 

The  Arkansas  Archeological  Survey  investigated  one  site.  Archeological  Assessments,  Inc. 
investigated  47  sites,  and  SPEARS,  Inc.  investigated  one  site.  Artifact  collections  were  made  by 
the  Arkansas  Archeological  Survey  and  Archeological  Assessments,  Inc;  SPEARS,  Inc.  did  not 
collect  any  artifacts.  The  work  done  by  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  resulted  in  negative 
findings;  no  sites  were  identifed  and  no  material  was  collected. 

Seventeen  of  the  archaeological  sites  are  prehistoric,  30  are  historic,  and  one  is  both 
prehistoric  and  historic.  The  prehistoric  sites  consist  of  surface  scatters  of  artifacts,  isolated  or 
individual  finds,  and  one  refuse  heap.  Materials  collected  from  the  prehistoric  sites  include 
flaked  stone  chipping  debris,  flaked  stone  tools,  and  ceramic  fragments.  The  historic  sites 
consist  of  surface  scatters  of  artifacts,  structures,  isolated/individual  finds,  and  one  Euroamerican 
cemetery.  Three  different  classes  of  materials  were  collected  from  the  historic  sites:  ceramics, 
metal,  and  glass.  No  human  remains  were  collected. 


SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS 

A  total  of  one  cubic  foot  of  collections  have  been  made  from  the  Pine  Bluff  Arsenal.  The 
Arkansas  Archeological  Survey  collected  artifacts  from  one  site,  and  Archeological  Assessments, 
Inc.  made  collections  from  34  sites.  As  of  the  date  of  this  report,  this  material  is  located  in  the 
following  two  repositories: 
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SECTION  6  COMPLIANCE 


P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  requires  that  federal  agencies  engage  in  active  consultation  with  Native 
Americans  with  federally  recognized  tribes  and/or  lineal  descendants  who  may  be  culturally 
affiliated  with  the  archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  Enclosed  are  a  draft 
NAGPRA  Section  6  Summary  letter  (Appendix  I)  and  a  list  of  the  tribal  chairpersons  from  the 
federally  recognized  tribes  (Appendix  II)  which  may  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections. 
Both  the  Quapaw  and  Tunica  are  federally  recognized,  as  the  Quapaw  Tribe  of  Oklahoma  and  the 
Tunica-Biloxi  Indian  Tribe  of  Louisiana,  respectively. 

Initial  consultation  should  be  conducted  on  a  govemment-to-govemment  basis.  Refer  to 
P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  for  specifics  on  required  Native  American  consultation  and  the  legal 
definitions  of  items  subject  to  NAGPRA.
